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MSA REDEFINITIONS BASED ON 2000 CENsSUS DATA

One of the outcomes of
each decennial census of
the population and hous-
ing is a redefinition of
the metropolitan areas
based on the changes in
the population from the
previous decade. This
shows how communities
have changed both in
number and in labor
force influence. The new
definitions following the
completion of the 2000
Census have made sig-
nificant changes in Ten-
nessee. This state has
gone from seven to ten
metropolitan statistical
areas (MSAs), and there
are now 17 newly de-
fined micropolitan sta-
tistical areas and five
core based statistical ar-
eas. These new defini-
tions will be incorpo-
rated into all federal sta-
tistical programs in
January 2005. This will
allow 2004 data to be
revised (benchmarked)
using these new area
definitions.

The general concept of a
metropolitan statistical
area or a micropolitan
statistical area is that of
an area containing a rec-
ognized population nu-
cleus and adjacent com-

munities that have a high
degree of integration with
that nucleus. The pur-
pose of the standards for
defining metropolitan and
micropolitan statistical
areas 1is to provide nation-
ally consistent definitions
for collecting, tabulating,
and publishing federal
statistics for a set of geo-
graphic areas. To this
end, the metropolitan
area concept has been suc-
cessful as a statistical rep-
resentation of the social
and economic linkages be-
tween urban cores and
outlying integrated areas.

The major terms that
need to be defined include
the core-based statisti-
cal area (CBSA), which
1s a geographic entity with
at least one core
(urbanized area or urban
cluster) of at least 10,000
population, plus adjacent
counties having a high de-
gree of social and eco-
nomic integration with
the core as measured
through commuting ties
with the counties contain-
ing the core. Metro and
micropolitan statistical
areas are the two catego-
ries of a core based statis-
tical area. The metro-
politan statistical area

has a population of at
least 50,000, while the
micropolitan statistical
area has a population of
at least 10,000 but less
than 50,000. Both the
metropolitan and the mi-
cropolitan statistical ar-
eas have a central county
or counties with adjacent
counties that have a high
degree of social and eco-
nomic integration. A
combined statistical
area consists of two or
more adjacent core-based
statistical areas with sig-
nificant employment in-
terchange. (See the list on
page 2). In Tennessee,
the combined statistical
areas (except Tri-Cities
CSA) include a metropoli-
tan statistical area and
the adjacent micropolitan
statistical area.

The metropolitan and mi-
cropolitan statistical ar-
eas, which are collectively
called core-based statisti-
cal areas (CBSAs), should
not serve as a general
purpose geographic
framework for non-
statistical activities and
may or may not be suit-
able for use in program
funding formulas. The

Total nonfarm employment remained
unchanged from May 2002 to May
2003. During this period there was
growth in educational/health services
(up 11,500 jobs), professional/ business
services (up 4,600 jobs), food
services/drinking places (up 4,400 jobs),
local government (up 1,900 jobs),
wholesale trade (up 1,700 jobs), and
state government educational services
